•.SHALL Til Lit L UK A WAIt I CON 
Til K NATIONAL BANKS." 

Caleb Stetson, Esq., of East Braintree, 
furnishes the following suggestions, rela¬ 
tive to the anticipated warfare upon the 
I National ltanks, which are very pertinent 
to the condition of the currency question 
at the present time. 

Ms. I’oi i ok Will you jwriiut me through 
vour valuable pa|)cr to offer some Migec%tions m 
relation to tlie course of the action of Congm* 
u|»un the currency question. Having had a long 
experience as Prescient and manager of a Bank in 
a northern city, and understanding the details of 
banking, I would ask, why should Congress distrust 
the National Bank*? why not let them pursue the 
businei* of banking under their present charters? 

I think it will be obvious to most iwrson* that it 
will he the best and most conducive to the welfare 
and interest of the people of the United States, 
that there should be only one kind of issue of pa 
l<r currency, and gold and silver of equal standard 
value, as a basis lor all i>eople. 

Therelorc 1 would respectfully suggest to the 
members of Congress not to permit any disturbing 
• lenient to 'be made against the banks ; only to 
|uss a law to have each and every bank retiry its 
circulation as fast as redeemed. This to hr done 
after Congress shall prepare a bill to issue a legal 
lender note ol the denomination of five dollars and 
over, and authorize the Treasurer of the United 
States to apfioint sub-treasurers in thccities of New 
York, Boston, 1 ‘hiladelplua, New Oilcans and San 
Francisco, as fiscal agents of the Government, 
with |>owcr to redeem all the issues of the currency 
- u demand, in gold aud silver of a standard value, 
l o do this it will be necessary to retain the amount 
<t| the whole issue in gold and silver, “ twenty |»cr 
cent.” 

Mr. Bayard says Government will lose a large 
tax from the banks. Let us see. The whole issue 
>f the National Banks is now, in round numbers, 
three hundred au:l twenty-two millions of dollars, 
on which they jay one quarter ol due per cent, tax, 
amounting to three million two bundled thousand 
dollars. The present issue oi the legal tenders 
i-,sue is about three hundred and forty millions.— 
There can be no doubt that the country would cany 
at present, an issue of legal tenders only" to the 
amount of six hundred ami titty million dollars.— 

If v>, one-hith of all the issue would be coin in the 
Treasury for the “ redemption fund.’’ The inter¬ 
est on tne total issue at five per cent., with tax on 
the National Banks issue deducted, would give a 
clear gam ot earnings of six million four hundred 
thousand for the Government. 1 cannot see why 
the people of the United Mates should not have 
the beui’tit of the profit of the issue. 

Now if the Government should pursue the other 
oursc it would lose the interest on three humlrt-d 
and forty millions of dollars, which if worth only 
I lour per cent, will entail a loss of present income j 
I .•( i4,boo,ooo. On the other hand, if Congress 
I shall establish the system of issue and redemption, 
it will be the gamer by tutn//-ont million Jollan. 
Why should not the profit on this sum go direct into 
the treasury of the l nited States ? 1 can sec no 

icason why it should be opposed by the present 
(unking co(|*>ratiou». They will, if the change 
dmuld be made, retain their charters under the 
Government, and the hanks are, most of them nec¬ 
essary for facilitating the mercantile interests of the 
country.

Mrs. Gustaf¬ 
son lias given "Zopliicl” a good send- 
off by her critical review of it in Har¬ 
per’s Magazine for I an nary, which, 
together with the interesting nccotitn 
of her researches and efforts to obtain 
the fullest information concerning the 
character, life and literary labors of 
tlm almost forgotten genius, lias proba¬ 
bly been read with deep interest by 
almost everybody long before this 
time. 

It is quite the thing of late, iu fact, 
to revive the works of our earlier 
authors,—though bow it happens that 
they should even liave been lost out of 
print seems incomprehensible! Surely 
we must be getting 011 in life as a 
nation, for such literary death aud re 
vivicarious to be possible! 

Last Summer everybody here was 
reading Mrs. Hamiali Foster’s “Life 
and Letters of Eliza Wharton”, which 
was one of the very few novels written 
in the earliest years of the present cen¬ 
tury by American authors. Mrs. Fos¬ 
ter was a Boston woman, and this story 
of lier’s, "a novel founded on fact”, as 
she quaint I j* calls it, was read iu this 
country with the same intense interest 
tiiat was accorded at the same period iu 
England to the famous “Clarissa Hnr- 
lowe”, which, by the way, has also 
been recently republished by a New 
York house, iu a condensed form, the 
three great volumes of a hundred years 
ago, being boiled down to the one 
small volume, which only is tolerated 
and read in this busy age, of high-pres¬ 
sure living uud reading. 

Hut unlike the fumed Clarissa, Eliza 
Wharton was a real individual, aud tin 
letters given are principally her real 
bond fide epistles. To this day, her 
grave 111 Danvers, just a few short miles 
from Boston, is visited by thousands 
every year, the poor little stones which 
were erected by an unknown loving 
baud iu the dead of night, after her sad 
lonely death among strangers, being 
chipped utmost entirely away by relic- 
hunters. Hers was one of the strangely 
mysterious lives so often the lot of 
women of unusual talent aud strong af¬ 
fections. It was said that she went 
astray, but that was a harsh judgment, 
j for who ever knew, or ever shall know . 
in this world, the truth of her life? 

Site was a famous belle aud beauty 
in her day, and accomplished iu all the 
graces of a woman of her time. One of 
the very few mementoes of this beauti¬ 
ful but unfortunate woman now in ex¬ 
istence, is a tiny spinel or harpsichord,— 
the piano of her day—which Dr. Tour- 
jec Ims in bis valuable museum of 
strange and ancient musical instruments 
at the Conservatory. This quaint little 
tive-octaved thing, with its quills for 
hammers, and its bits of keys, worn 
thin by use in the days so long gone by, 
was once the loved companion of t bi** 1 
ill-starred girl, wbosejnisfortuues have j 
caused many tears to flow long, long 1 
-inre her own were forever dried. 

There are lovely book* puhli*hcd 
nowadays for children. Ccrtuiuh there 
were none such when you and I were 
little tilings. Fancy «uch a delicate 
little gem, useful w ithal a> well as orna¬ 
mental, as the “t liiblivn’s Almanac” 
puhlisheil In 1>. Lolhrop A Co. and ed- 
ited by the chi! Iren’s favorite, Ella 
Faruiiiu of the Wide Awake, li i* a 
complete almanac for 7B. *Nl, ’si. ’82. 
and ’Hit, aud is tilled with charming 
verses and mottoes aud pictures, printed 
on gilt-edged heavy paper anil hound in 
green and gold with a cluster of silver 
daisies on the cover! Then there i* a 
delightful little book called The Story 
of English Literature” by Lucy Cecil 
White, which cannot fail to carry the 
young readers for whom it is intended 
through the story “ frum Chaucer to 
Cow per” with as unabated iuterest as 
they would give the veriest story-book.

111 my last, I Spoke of one disagreea¬ 
ble feature in connection with the home, 
and that is this: I understand that the 
officer* r>f the branch deal out liquors to 
the men iu order to make them kec| 
tlteir strength. Now I do not believe 
that any alehoholie stimulants >u«*li a* 
ale or lager beer,contribute to strength, 
and could, bad 1 the space at command, 
cite the opinions of hundreds of out 
ablest medical experts to prove the fal¬ 
lacy of this statement aud supposition, 
that the men will be stronger by using 
some sort of alehoholie stimulant. The 
healthiest men here, are those who be¬ 
long to the Temperance societies, and 
those who do not drink anything strong¬ 
er than tea or coffee; and 1 believe that 
a longer life is vouchsafed Ihe toiul- 
abstuincr* than those who partake ot 
the alehoholie beverages that are fur¬ 
nished. I think that if the officer* de¬ 
sire to work for the best interest of the 
veterans, the abolition of the drinking 
customs should be the first in impor¬ 
tance of the reforms that limy he called 
for. The means and sources of amuse¬ 
ments lor the veterans are many. At 
all times during the year, billiard tables, 
bowling alley, checkers and dominoes 
are constantly iu use, and iu the winter 
season, they are entertained by dra¬ 
matic performances and lectures in the 
cosy lit lie theatre which has been creel¬ 
ed upon the grounds. 

There are two dramatic association* 
who give entertainments throughout 
ilie winter, aud I am told hy the officers 
at the home, that the moral tone of 
iheir entertainments is above that of 
the average theatre, nml so also is the 
behaviour of the audience. During the 
past year. !».*» lectures, concerts and en¬ 
tertainments were given. Perhaps a 
few statistics may not be uninteresting 
iu connection with the expenses for 
|H77, and bow much of the leading ar¬ 
ticles of subsistence were used during 
that time. Without making any com¬ 
ments. 1 will let the figures speak for 
riicmscl vea: 

There were used in 1877, 1Off,734 lbs. 
of beef; .'tffJUVJ lbs. of mutton; 11,200 
lbs. of siilt pork; 04 barrels of mackerel; 
*20,288 lbs. of butter; 1,000 barrels ot 
llour; 43,107 lbs. of sugar; 0,775 llm. ol 
coffee; and 3,100 lbs. Oolong tea. These 
are but a few of the principal articles 
used at the home. The current expen¬ 
ses of the home for the year, amounted 
lo £105,175.20, of which amount £55,- 
183.04 were paid for subsistence. The 
number of rations issued during the 
year, was 250,504; at an average cost 
per ration of 22 10 cents. The actual 
cost of supporting each manat the home 
fortlie whole year, was £144.00. In
